quart. In Jan, they wore 11.00 but 
decline as the .supiily iiiercase.s. 

There arc nineteen Imli'ls ; b.>ard- 
ini; houses are iumiimerable. The 
boiels are eoiidiicled on a niaininotli 
scale. Tlic SI. James takes prceed- 
eiice, has a park in front ; including 
the basement it Ms sI.k stories 
bifili, covers an entire block, iiiul al 
iiii;hl li;;lile.l up by cleel lieil y pres- 
ents a liiayiiiliieiil appearaiue. The 
Evcrctto and Carlelon eciino next and 
are quite tony, but those wlio register 
at the St. James are considered "too 
utterly too, too," to bo eriticizQil.

In company with Doctor Overman 
1 left Spring City on the lltli for Jcw- 
ett, a little mining town at the icr- 
iiiinusof the first 12 mile section of 
the Tenne-se • and Sc(|iialcli,'e \'all y 
IJailroad. Our train coiisisied of 
three or four flats for coiisiriiclioii 
purposes and one mail car with a 
half dozen plain seats. We began to 
asci'iid the mountains about a mile 
from Spring ('ily, wo reached the top 
ofWaldcn s ridj;e near (Iran 1 View 
about live miles from Spring city. 
Here we get a splendid view of the 
X. C. mountains; near the lop ol 
Walden's ridge we cross Gum Crap on 
a trestle about 100 feet In length and 
150 feet higli. Fi-om Grand view to 
dewett is one deiisi- wilderness. The 
lar^'o ^iidwlb is iiioslly oak, clicstnut 
and pine, tbi^ under growth of holly 
and laurel, both ever grocns, giving 
the country a wild iieculiar looking 
air. The people in those miuii- 
taiiis tliougli tliry present a rustic 
woodland aj pcarai;. e arc as a general 
Ihine- a yciimdiis, kiiid-bearlial, iude- 
penileiit pco|iIe. Tliey make their 
living alliome,inautifaeturo their own 
raiment and have plenty of hog and 
hominy and corn bread in dodgers 
that would intimidate a circular .saw. 
Amoiiji Ibe many strange things lo 
be seen iu these mountains is what is 
called the falling springs where ilie 
water bursts forth from the iiioiiiiiaiii 
ill sufncicnt quantity to run a saw or 
grist mill, ruijp a few yards and dis- 
apiicars again. After rimbling in 
the moiinlaiiis all day I returned to 
Spring City al nij;hl, where I re- 
mained until ihc Milli., wlien I went 
to itockwood where 1 found tlieJtoaii 
Iron Company running perhaps the 
most extensive iron works in Kavt 
Tennessee.

This was the succssful re- 
al oval of a tumor weigbiIl,^' 11- pounds 
from the person of a niiii!;Ui. The riiil- 
adelpbitt Jtnii.i, «hichgiv<s a .le.serii)- 
tioil of tho operation, says that the 
woman was alx)ut five feet and live 
inches in height, and (hat, owing to au 
ovarian tomor, she measured quits as 
mnoh in girtb. The tnmor mode its sp- 
pearanoe about nine years ago, and 
grew with amazing rapidity. For some 
time the woman bad been uuaVile to as- 
sume any but u sitting posture, and her 
vitalitv WHS lieiug hlowly and surely 
sapped. Tlio patient was placed under 
the iuflueuce of etlier, aud tho operation 
safely performed in the presence of 
thurty attending physicians and sur- 
geons. When the mass hod been com- 
pUtoly taken from her person it was 
jilaced in a tub of the largest size, and 
tilled the vessel to within throe inchesof 
the top. Tho tumor was weighed and 
turned tho scales, as has been said, at 
112 pounds. It is believed to l)C tho 
largest ever removed from a human be- 
ing. Subsequently the patient, now re- 
duced (o a more skeleton, was gendy 
placed on tho scales, and ionnd to weigh 
seventy-five pounds, or thurty-seven less 
than the m.'iss taken from her body. Ou 
recoveriu;; consci.iusuess the patient 
could hardly liud language to express 
the sense of relief she oxiicrienced. Tlie 
absenco of the weight thjt liad been a 
burden to lier for so many years was so 
novol and pleasant that idie was compar-

Mining regions aro proverbially bar- 
ruu ami rocky, anil (Ilc U(j|iit Peiiiusnlii 
of Michigan — at lca»t tlmt purtion uf it 
V'liiob ia go productive uf iron ana cop- 
per— {orms no oxoeption to this rula It 
b old — older thou moat of our bills, for 
it Was the first luid ttut woa attached to 
the oiigiiwl Loonntian nndena abont 
which our continent has been formed, 
It has, in conscqucnoo, always been a 
favorite field for geological stinly, and 
its novel iiiiluutriiil feuliireH mitke it no 
less iuteresling to tlie ordinary traveler. 

The fuce of tlio country in rugged and 
•earned luid worn. Wero it not for ita 
mineral wealth it would remain perman- 
ently a wildemeta. Lumber oompaniaa 
would invade here and there, and retire 
after having robbed the forest of the 
pine which is found in a few scattered 
piit<^liea. It would bo im eddy whore the 
Btri'uni of Weiterii mignition had loft 
a few Indiims and woodsmen to subsist 
by the methods of primitive life. The 
land is generally valueless from the farm- 
er's point o( view, fw the loil li • light 
drifk-tooli^tfocwheat-uid the cli- 
mate a winter modified by a sesson of 
Slimmer weather too short for Indian 
corn to ripen. Hay, oats and potatoes 
yield the farmer a fair return, but the 
climate is so rigorous that the securing 
ol shelter and fuel calls for so large an 
•mount of energy that little ia left to de- 
vote to onltivatiaa. It ia a pnof of tbii 
that a very inconsideraUe Iraotionot the 
population attempts to snbaist by farm- 
ing, although the freight from Chicago 
is added to the price of all the staple ar- 
ticles of production — hay, for instance, 
being from (20 to 825 a ton, and 
milk 10 cento a quart. Curiously enough 
atrawberrieaandcarranta reach a per- 
feotioa unknown in more hoipitablB 
latitudes, a Uarqnette strawberry re- 
sembluig in size a Seckel pear ; and in 
flavor a wild strawberry. This is owing, 
no doubt, to the fact that in northern 
latitudes — Marquette is about as far 
north as Quebec — the few summer days 
Jiave from eighteen to twenty hours ol 
iqnlight and after-glow, and vegeta)>la 
growth is virtoally nninterrupted by 
darknaaa. light, the botaniata teU vm, 
bears the same relation to aioma that 
heat does to sweetness. Such strawber- 
ries 08 these must bo seen to be appre- 
oiatod, and must be visited to be seen, 
for they are wo large and too delicate 
to bear travel themselves. 

I have spoken of the climate M a 
winter modified by a ihcct snmmer. 
TJte July and Augnal weather I can 
vouch for as delightful. Even when the 
sun is hottest you feel instinctively that 
there is no prostrating power in it, and 
the nights \\n-. iuvarialily cool. lu July 
the mean doily range wits 10 deg., and 
tke monthly range 50 deg., the lowest 
reoorded temperature being 38 deg. 
Near the lake the preaenceol aohurge a 
bodyot water, which at Marquette never 
fells below 63 dog., and on the extreme 
Borthoni end of the poninHiiIii iiovot 
below 48 deg., aotn an oinnilizcr, and 
reHtriels the range within oompimitively 
narrow limits. This low temperature 
d the lake wat<^^r, which is higher than 
ttiatof onyof the streams entering it, 
preoludea the idea of bathing. As a 
oooiequenoe taw of the lake aaikns can 
swim, and it would be of little avail to 
thmi as a moans of saving life if they 
could, for the most robust man if he 
falls into Lake Superior chills and dies 
in a few moments. The numerous trout 
itreams in tlie woods ore of on icy cold- 
neaa. The snow, which falls to a depth 
o( aix or seven feei^ melto and sinks into 
tiM sandy grAuud, to reappear from 
deep-seated springs with a temperattire 
of 39 deg., which is exactly eqiul to the 
average annual temperature of tlie place. 
Tlie lliick foro.st.s ]irevi'ut Uie sun from 
warming the ground or tlio water. And 
flnnlly the lake is so deep— its bed rciicli- 
ing several hundred feet lielow the level 
of the aeo— that the summer uir has lit- 
tle effect on it betore it is again cov- 
ered witli ice. There is no other place 
on the globe where so large a body ol 
cold fresh water lies at on elevation ol 
hii liuiidrtd fi'ct rtljDvo the sun, Tliu 
uir in contact witli this deep, chilly 
water seems to acquire a peculiar vivify- 
ing and refreshing quality, quite impos- 
sible to describe, but very easy to ap- 
pnoiate. Hen must be the great sum- 
mer sanitarium or oooling-off pUoe for 
OUaago and Milwaukee.— /aAiuoiv

Tn point ot woodland eoenory the 
Michigan wilderness can not eonparo 

with tho White mountains or the Adir- 
oudiieks. The great eirective feuture of 
height is wanting as tho elevation Lj 
rarely more than (iOO fci't above the lake, 
lUid the general contour ia liroken luid 
rolling. Tho northern shore i.-i much 
bolder. The forest soutliwest of Portage 
lake is more than 100 miles long, and has 
eseaped devastation by forest fires. It 
extends into Wisconsin, and as far as J 
went — abont fifty miU'.s~con.siHt« prin- 
cipally of Imrd nia|ilo. It ia capable of 
suiijilying the conliiiiMit with sugar. 
Until some diseovorics of cojiper are 
made in it, it will prolmlily remain one 
of the finest -bodied of woodland iu the 
oonntry. There are manjr lovely little 
lakes and streams abounding with trout 
scattered through it The eastern por- 
tion contains nmiiy imjienetrable swamps 
overgrown willi tiniiarack and cedar. 
Tlio wi'sli rii iioilion of this gnsit lorost 
has less of tlie savivgo und forbidding 
aspect peculiar to northern woods, and is 
comparatively open. Tho road to On- 
tonagon passes through it in one direc- 
tion, and is barely praotioable for un- 
covered wagons. It is worth enduring 
a long railroad journey to be able to 
drive forty miles thunigh trees with tho 
eiiiiai'iou.Hiiosa that you arc leaving liu- 
mnn lialiitjitions fartlu r behind you at 
evrry step. The forest ia singuliirly de- 
void of animal life. Mile after mile is 
nneheered by a solitary bird. Possibly 
Toanu^ohuioeontheilreBbtraak of a 
bear or a deer. If, indeed, you have the 
endurance to watch for six hours without 
moving, it may be granted you to see 
a beaver working on liia dam. 

There is one short period of tho June 
day when a northern forest loses its 
wUd, stem oharaoter. It is when the 
long twilight of the summer evenings 
passes through the beautiful modifioo- 
tions of the after-glow. The setting ol 
the sun is followed by the usual grayish 
light, but instead of fading gradually 
into darkiiCKrt t'lr wesU.Tii sky for a space 
of ninety dogriies on the horizon, and to 
a height of iitteeu degrees or more, be- 
comes filled with a soft yellow radiance. 
This lasts till 10 o'clock or later. At 
half-past 0 one eon read easily. The 
light is evenly diffused, and there are no 
shadows. It is as mystic as moonlight, 
but warmer, more kindly sympallietio, 
Tho clieorfuliu'HB of day is mingled with 
the serenity luid solemnity of night 
Nature spe ika of the gentle and tho lov- 
ing iu a way that draws llie heart to her 
insensibly, and one perceives how it 
oomes that the inhabitants of high lati- 
tudes are so strongly attached to iheir 
homea.— f. Jolmion, Jr„ in Wtrpti't 
MagcmUu. 



I ^ nw raroB ax roMraa, 
I visited Pompeii next day, and went 

straight to the diggings. The only 
wonder is that anything is ever dug up 
at all ; tho j.rocess is ridiculously slow, 
even for Italy. The directors sit all day 
on the rubbish heaps smoking, and do;^ 
ens of children file up and down with 
thehr baskets of earth, while a few idle 
peasants shovel np a few la^ apadefnla 
at a time. Still, the first I saw was the 
side of a dining-room, uncovered only a 
few days. On one side was a bright 
picture of a cock and hens in a great 
state of excitement over a large basket 
of grain and cherries, oil upset — Land- 
seer could not have done it better. Thu 
fondneis of tba Pompeiiaiu for birds, 
beasts and flahea la very appaient, and 
they always seemed to be dining. The 
wealth of cooking apparatus in the mu- 
seum is astoniflhing. You have sauce- 
pans porforiited with cotmtless holes, in 
most elaborate patterns — every con- 
ceivable kind of boiler and caldron ; 
oasts for jellies representing the pros- 
trate hare and the sucking pig ; ladles, 
spoons, ikewem, dishea for roasting six 
eggs or a down eggs at onoe, toasting- 
forks, grid irons and fancy machines for 
pastry and delicate confectionery, what 
in Elizabeth's day were called " con- 
ceits. " In Pompeii itself the oil-pota 
and wine amhorse let into slabs, and of 
mosaio work of colored marble, ore 
among the quaintest features of the 
mined shops. £ saw in another new 
part a fine dining-room, foimd three 
months ago, with some of the loveliest 
animal painting imaginable. The first 
section of tho walls iJl around repre- 
sented tho l>oldeat soenee xinder the sea 
— a conger struggling witli an octopus, 
a shark pursuing ita prey, a shoal offish 
flying through the water, all glittering 
and fresh. The middle iMOtion dealt 
with birds and wild fowl boating, flying, 
quarreling, diving ; sad the npper and 
largest section gave lleree hunting 
scenes— a horse pursued by a lion, au ox 
in desert scenery sprang upon by a 
tiger ; and all these wore set iu scenery 
of great force, variety and character — 
woods, rocks, rivers and green hills. 

The corridors and ante-rooms of this 
house are equally lidh, the valla oqpi- 
ously vignetted with flguea— dwaiHi on 
stills, street scenes, animalw. In one 
room there ia a perfectly white suit 
of morblo Btoi>s iu situ, belonging to a 
fountain.
